This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.181, filed November 12, 2003, to withdraw the 
holding of abandonment.

(2) The papers contained sufficient information for the Office to determine the 
correct application number. 
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The December 3 1 , 2001 reply contained sufficient information for the Office to recognize it 
included an incorrect application number. The reply contained sufficient information for the 
Office to determine the correct application number. Therefore, the Notice of Abandonment is 
hereby vacated and the holding of abandonment withdrawn. 

A fee is unnecessary for a petition under 37 CFR 1.181. Therefore, the Office will schedule a 
refund of the $130 paid on November 12, 2003, and the $130 paid on February 9, 2004. 

The file will now be forwarded to the Office of Initial Patent Examination for further processing.
